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Increase  of  Prosperity  Characterizes  the   Present  Collegiate   Year. 


ifs  shown  in  the  Summary,  One  Htjndeed  and  Fifty-Nine 
students,  an  increase  over  the  last  year,  have  enrolled  their 
names.  But  the  increase  of  number  is  by  no  means  the  measure 
of  the  increase  of  prosperity.  The  character  of  the  students,  though  it  com- 
pared last  year  not  unfavorably  with  that  of  the  students  in  similar  Institu- 
tions, exhibits  a  marked  improvement.  Most  truthfully,  we  believe,  it  can 
be  said  that  nowhere  else  can  there  be  found  the  same  proportion  of  studious, 
gentlemanly,  and  christian  young  men — young  men  who  adequately  esti- 
mating the  importance  of  an  education,  duly  appreciating  their  advantages, 
and  moved  by  a  sense  of  duty  as  well  as  self-interest,  have  devoted  themselves 
assiduously  to  their  studies,  and  thus  by  dint  of  patient  application  have  made 
uncommonly  rapid  progress  up  the  road  of  intellectual  improvement  toward 
the  acme  of  liberal  acquirements,  to  which  they  nobly  aspire. 

Forty-Eight  Having  the  Ministry  in  View. 

In  our  last  report  we  had  the  pleasure  of  announcing  that  thirty-five  were 
pursuing  their  studies  with  the  object  of  better  preparing  themselves  for  the 
work  of  preaching  the  Gospel;  now,  we  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  state 
that  this  class  of  students  has  increased  to  forty-eight,  a  number  greater  by 
thirty-two,  than  ever  was  connected  with  the  College  during  any  one  session 
in  its  ante-bellum  career.  We  regard  the  fact  of  there  being  so  large  a  num- 
ber in  attendance  as  just  ground  for  gratulation  to  the  friends  of  religion, 
since  it  proves  the  College  to  be  accomplishing  in  a  large  degree  the  most 
important  object  had  in  view  at  its  establishment ;  for  while  it  was  intended 
to  give  to  all  who  might  seek  to  enjoy  its  advantages  a  liberal  education,  un- 
trammeled  by  partisan  or  sectarian  influences,  still,  it  was  designed  to  be  a 
school  into  which  the  sons  of  the  prophets  might  congregate  and  feel  them- 
selves not  in  the  house  of  strangers,  but  amid  the  familiar  surroundings  of 
home.  Such,  we  are  proud  to  say,  has  our  College  in  a  pre-eminent  degree 
now  become,  and  such  will  it  continue  to  be  if  its  friends  rally  to  its  support, 
drawing  continually  to  it  more  and  more ;  until,  instead  of  half  a  hundred, 
hundreds  even,  it  may  embrace  within  its  fold. 
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floral  and  Religious  Influences. 

As  it  may  well  be  supposed,  the  presence  of  so  large  a  body  of  pious  youth 
must  exert  a  wholesome  influence  on  the  morals  and  religious  character  of 
the  other  members  of  the  College.  That  young  man  must  indeed  be  wholly 
surrendered  to  evil  habits  who  can  continue  in  his  evil  ways  where  scarcely 
a  temptation  is  presented,  and  preservative  restraints  are  continually  felt. 
With  few  enticements  to  the  formation  of  wayward  habits,  the  tendency  is 
strongly  towards  the  reformation  of  those  already  vicious.  While  it  is  true 
that  evil  communications  corrupt  good  manners,  it  is  equally  true  that  pure 
associations  tend  to  form  and  maintain  those  manners  which  are  pure  and 
noble.  These  statements  are  verified  in  the  result  of  the  present  session. 
Earnest  application  has,  in  an  uncommon  degree,  characterized  the  students. 
Said  one  who  had  spent  the  last  year  connected  with  a  College  in  another 
State :  "  I  have  done  more  study  in  one  month  since  I  have  been  here  than 
in  the  whole  of  the  year  there."  The  utmost  good  order  and  decorum  have 
prevailed,  and  many  who  came  as  despisers  of  religion,  under  the  influence 
of  the  gracious  revival  recently  enjoyed,  have  become  the  lovers  of  truth  and 
godliness,  and  as  christian  young  men  will  go  away  to  their  homes  to  make 
glad  the  hearts  of  pious  parents,  whose  prayers  and  solicitude  have  followed 
them  in  their  absence.  It  may  almost  be  said,  as  wrote  one  of  our  brethren 
to  his  friend,  that  parents  who  do  not  wish  their  sons  to  become  converted 
should  not  send  them  to  Mississippi  College.  Will  parents,  then,  solicitous 
as  they  must  be  for  the  temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  of  their  sons,  not  take 
these  facts  into  consideration  before  sending  them  elsewhere  to  be  educated  ? 


The  College  Out  of  Debt. 

It  is  a  subject  of  no  small  gratulation  to  us  as  Trustees  that  we  are  able  to 
make  a  declaration  of  the  fact  that  the  debt,  which  has  in  a  measure  for  so 
long  a  time  crippled  the  energies  and  threatened  the  existence  of  the  College, 
has  at  length  been  entirely  canceled.  This  long-sought-for  and  earnestly- 
desired  consummation  was  attained  at  the  Baptist  State  Convention  lately 
in  session  at  Meridian. 

Ke-En«lo\vnient. 


The  Convention  above  referred  to  instructed  us  to*  take  measures  to  re 
endow  the  College  by  at  least  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars.  A  plan  for 
the  accomplishment  of  this  work  will  at  an  early  day  be  adopted  and  made 
public.  The  strength  of  the  Denomination  in  Mississippi  alone,  now  united 
as  it  never  was  before,  will  ultimately  carry  this  grand  object  forward  to  its 
accomplishment,  but  as  the  Baptists  of  the  States  of  Arkansas  and  Louisiana 
have,  through  their  State  Conventions,  adopted  this  College  as  the  Educa- 
tional Institution  for  their  States,  we  hope  for  the  speedy  attainment  of  even 
a  larger  endowment  than  the  one  above  proposed. 
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Perpetuity. 

With  its  valuable  grounds  and  buildings  now  unencumbered  by  debt,  with 
the  large  number  of  Students  at  this  time  belonging  to  it,  and  the  more  than 
Fifteen  Hundred  Students,  who,  in  former  years  were  connected  with  it,  the 
majority  of  whom  feel  deeply  interested  in  its  welfare ;  and  with  the  general 
interest  of  so  large  a  denomination  in  three  States  concentrated  upon  it,  the 
permanency  of  the  College  is  secured  beyond  a  doubt.  None,  therefore,  need 
hesitate  to  enter  for  fear  that  they  cannot  here  complete  their  education  and 
that  too  in  au  institution  whose  future  history  will  ever  make  them  proud  of 
their  connection  with  it.

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This  plan  includes  a  division  of  the  Courses  of  Instruction  into  two  De- 
partments— Collegiate  and  Preparatory. 

In  both  Departments  and  in  all  the  Courses  of  Study,  the  aim  is  to  impart 
the  most  thorough  instruction,  and  so  to  develop  the  mind  of  the  Student  as 
to  prepare  him  as  fully  as  possible  either  for  a  Professional  or  Business 
life. 

COLLEGE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  Courses  of  Study  in  this  Department  are  three: 

First — A  Full  Classical,  Literary,  and  Scientific  Course,  occupying  four 
years  and  entitling  the  Student  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Second — A  Literary  and  Scientific  Course,  either  with  or  without  an 
Ancient  or  Modern  Language,  extending  through  three  years,  on  the  com- 
pletion of  which,  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  will  be  conferred. 

Third — An  Eclectic  Course,  in  which  the  Student  may  recite  with  the 
regular  classes  for  which  he  may  be  prepared,  and  be  entitled  to  a  Certifi- 
cate setting  forth  his  attainments  in  the  same. 

PREPARATORY    DEPARTMENT. 

This  embraces  Courses  in  the  lower  English  Branches,  in  which  special 
attention  will  be  paid  to  imparting  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  rudiments,' 
and  in  the  higher  English  and  Classics,  preparatory  to  entering  the  College 
classes  in  either  of  the  Courses  therein  mentioned,  or  such  studies  may  be 
pursued  as  will  fit  a  young  man  to  enter  immediately  upon  a  business 
career. 

As  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  with  the  facilities  afforded  here,  Stu- 
dents will  be  advanced  more  rapidly  and  thoroughly  than  they  can  be  by 
teachers  less  favorably  situated,  it  is  strongly  urged  upon  parents  and  guar- 
dians, that  those  who  propose  entering  the  College,  should  pursue  a  part  at 
least,  of  their  preparatory  course  here.  A  correct  elementary  foundation 
is  almost  decisive  of  the  subsequent  success  and  scholarship  of  the  student. 

COMMERCIAL    COURSE. 

Arrangements  are  made  b>  which  special  instruction  will  be  given  in 
Book-Keeping,  and  in  Commercial  Forms  and  Calculations  to  those  who 
may  desire  such  instruction:     This  Course  is  intended  to  meet  the  wants  of 
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those  who   wish,   after   completing  their  education  here  to  be  qualified  to 
enter  immediately  upon  a  business  career. 

THEOLOGICAL     INSTRUCTION — A    NEW    FEATURE. 

To  meet  a  demand  which  the  presence  of  so  many  young  men  studying 
for  the  ministry  seemed  to  create,  Eev.  W.  S.  Webb  was  elected  to  the 
position  of  Lecturer  on  subjects  connected  with  Biblical  Interpretation  and 
Homiletics.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  the  first  of  last  January,  and  has 
continued  to  discharge  them  greatly  to  the  satisfaction  and  to  the  evident 
profit  of  the  large  number  who  have  placed  themselves  under  his  instruc- 
tion. By  this  arrangement  it  is  not  proposed  to  give  a  full  course  of 
instruction  in  Theology,  or  one  which  will  in  any  sense  be  a  substitute  to  such 
students  as  shall  have  the  time,  means,  and  inclination  to  take  a  full  course. 
Such  should  pursue  their  professional  studies  at  some  Theological  Seminary ; 
but  to  such  as  cannot,  or  will  not,  connect  themselves  with  a  Theological 
Institution,  it  is  proposed,  incidentally,  without  interfering  with  their 
literary  studies,  to  make  such  suggestions  as  will  better  qualify  them  for 
the  responsible  work  in  which  they  are  to  engage.

If  he  has  been  a  member  of  any  other  Col- 
lege, he  will  be  expected  to  present  a  certificate  of  regular  dismission. 

Each  applicant  will  also  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  laws  of  the  Col- 
lege ;  and,  after  reading  them,  he  will  be  required  to  deliver  up  to  the 
President,  all  fire-arms  or  weapons  of  any  kind  in  his  possession,  to  be  re- 
turned at  the  close  of  the  College  year;  and  he  will  be  required  to  sign  the 
following  declaration  and  promise :

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On  every  secular  day  of  the  week  except  Saturday,  each  student  is  re- 
quired to  attend  at  least  three  recitations  or  lectures,  and  on  Saturdays  he  is 
expected  to  prepare  his  Declamations  and  Essays. 

A  portion  of  each  Monday  forenoon  will  be  devoted  to  the  delivery  of 
original  Declamations,  by  the  members  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes,  and 
of  select  Declamations  or  the  presentation  of  original  Essays,  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Sophomore  and  Freshman  Classes.

It  is  proposed  in  this  Institution  to  secure  attention  to  study  and  correct- 
ness of  deportment,  not  merely  by  the  enforcement  of  rigid  enactments,  but 
by  cultivating  in  the  student  a  taste  for  intellectual  pursuits,  virtuous  habits, 
and  high-toned  honor.  Eeligion,  the  basis  of  all  true  virtue,  will  be  made, 
so  far  as  human  agency  can  do  it,  to  throw  her  healthful  restraints  and  puri- 
fying influences  over  the  students. 

With  this  view,  the  public  duties  of  each  day  are  opened  by  the  reading  of 
the  Scriptures  and  prayer.  On  each  Wednesday  night  a  prayer  meeting  is  held 
for  the  special  benefit  of  the  students,  by  the  President  of  the  College.  Weekly 
prayer  meetings  are  also  conducted  by  the  students  themselves  within  the 
College  buildings. 

All  students,  unless  for  special  reasons  excused,  are  required  to  connect 
themselves  with  classes  in  the  Sabbath  Schools,  and  attend  them  each  Sab- 
bath. The  selection  of  the  Sabbath  School  and  the  place  of  worship  is  left  to 
the  parent  or  guardian,  and  in  certain  cases  to  the  student.  When  the  selec- 
tion has  been  once  made,  an  change  is  not  allowed,  except  by  consent  of  the 
President. 
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An  account  of  the  delinquencies  of  each  student,  and  of  his  daily  attend- 
ance, conduct,  and  scholarship,  will  be  kept.  The  result,  determining  his 
place  on  the  merit  roll,  will  be  reported  at  the  end  of  every  thirteen  weeks, 
or  three  times  a  year,  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  A  more  particular  expla- 
nation will  be  found  in  the  Code  of  printed  laws  for  the  government  of  the 
students,  which  can  be  seen  on  application  to  the  President  or  any  member 
of  the  Faculty. 


pauagemcttt  of  gmute. 


The  ordinary  method  of  allowing  students  away  from  parental  control  for 
the  first  time  perhaps,  the  uncontrolled  use  of  money,  is  productive  of  great 
evil,  mixed  with  scarcely  any  good.  A  free  use  of  money  does  not  add  to 
the  respectability  of  a  student  at  college,  while  it  subjects  him  to  a  multi- 
tude of  temptations  he  would  otherwise  be  free  from.  By  a  special  law 
passed  by  the  Legislature,  merchants  and  others  are  forbidden,  under  pen- 
alties and  forfeiture  of  debt,  to  credit  any  student  of  this  College  without 
express  permission  of  the  parent,  guardian,  or  the  President  of  the  College. 

If  any  student  should  contract  debts,  without  the  approbation  of  the 
parent  or  guardian,  it  will  be  their  own  fault  if  they  pay  them,  the  law 
not  requiring  it. 

To  avoid  the  evils  arising  from  entrusting  considerable  amounts  of  money 
in  the  hands  of  students,  it  is  recommended  to  parents  to  deposit  the  neces- 
sary funds  with  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  or  citizen  of  Clinton,  who 
will  act  as  patron  for  the  student,  making  advances  as  he  may  be  directed 
by  the  parent  or  guardian. 


jfyttfot  (Bmttmmt 


By  a  special  enactment  the  Legislature  has  prohibited  the  retailing  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  Clinton  and  vicinity.  This  law  which  has  been  in 
effect  during  this  session,  has  worked  most  admirably ;  has  almost  entirely 
suppressed  intemperance  in  the  town,  and  by  removing  temptation  out  of 
their  way  has  rendered  the  place  still  more  desirable  as  a  residence  for  the 
young. 
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The  scholastic  year  consists  of  one  session  of  forty  weeks. 

N.  B. — Students  are  charged  from  the  time  of  entrance  to  the  end  of  the 
session.     None  are  received  for  less  time. 

There  will  be  no  deduction  for  tardiness  for  a  few  weeks  or  a  month  at  the 
commencement  of  the  session. 

N.  B. — Tuition  will  be  charged  invariably  in  advance.  Tuition  for  the 
Scholastic  year  of  Forty  Weeks :

ships as  well  as  by  others. 

To  Students  studying  for  the  Ministry,  Tuition,  Fuel  and  Incidental 
Fees  are  without  charge. 

Students  entering  after  the  first  month  are  charged  from  the  time  of  enter- 
ing to  the  end  of  the  Session. 

Board,  including  furnished  room,  fuel,  and  washing,  is  now  obtained  in 
private  families  at  rates  varying  from  $15  to  $17  per  month.  Four  weeks 
are  considered  a  school  month.  The  rates  of  board  for  the  next  session  will 
probably  be  equally  as  low.  By  those  who  prefer  it,  board  can  be  obtained 
in  the  families  of  some  of  the  Teachers,  or  in  the  families  where  they  board. 
Some  students,  by  working  a  short  time  each  day  for  the  family  with  which 
they  board,  have  reduced  their  board  to  $10  per  month ;  others  in  clubs 
have  rented  rooms  and  boarded  themselves  at  an  expense  of  not  over  $6  per 
month.  Students  can  board  in  town  only  in  such  families  as  are  recognized 
by  the  Trustees  and  Faculty,  as  suitable  for  keeping  College  Students. 

Such  families  only,  will  be  recognized  as  suitable,  as  shall  pledge  them- 
selves to  render  assistance  to  the  Faculty  in  the  maintenance  of  discipline, 
by  reporting  to  them  any  violations  of  the  College  laws,  with  which  they 
may  have  become  acquainted.  Persons  who  wish  to  board  students,  should 
make  it  known  to  the  President  before  the  beginning  of  each  session. 
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The  extensive  Apparatus,  Libraries,  and  other  Appliances,  formerly  be- 
longing to  the  College,  were  all  preserved.  To  these,  valuable  additions  have 
been  made,  and  other  additions  will  be  made  each  year  to  meet  the  necessi- 
ties which  may  arise. 

Besides  the  Cabinet  of  Geology,  and  Minerology  belonging  to  the  College, 
the  students  have  the  use  of  the  Cabinets  belonging  to  the  President  and  the 
Professor  of  Geology,  both  of  which  contain  valuable  collections  and  are 
constantly  increasing.  The  Professor  especially,  during  his  year's  absence, 
has  in  different  parts  of  the  United  States  and  in  Central  America  enjoyed 
peculiar  advantages  for  the  collection  of  specimens.  These  he  has  improved 
to  such  a  degree  as  to  add  very  greatly  to  his  already  valuable  Cabinet.  He 
has  also  taken  special  pains  to  improve  himself  in  whatever  will  enable  him 
to  perform  his  duties  with  efficiency,  so  that  when  he  shall  resume  them  he 
will  be  able  to  give  to  the  department  of  Natural  Sciences  a  character  for  ex- 
cellence which  it  never  before  possessed. 

Connected  with  the  College  is  a  Beading  Koom,  in  which  the  students  have 
access  to  a  large  number  of  papers  and  periodicals.

This  Society  has  been  organized  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Its  ob- 
ject is,  to  obtain  and  diffuse  information  in  regard  to  Missions,  and  to  culti- 
vate and  develop  in  its  members  a  Missionary  spirit. 
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Such  students,  as  it  has  been  elsewhere  shown,  are  required  to  pay  neither 
Tuition,  Incidental,  nor  Fuel  Fees.
